WHICH I8 BETTER? 


The Board of Commissioners for 
the insane will find if they go to 
changing Superintendents of the 
asyluii that the old truism that no 
man is perfect still holds. Every 
man who has ever had any author- 
ity over other men knows it is far 
better to correct mistakes in em- 
ployees and retain them than to 
hire pew ones and run the risk of 
their complete unfitness or incapac- 
ity. It is claimed that the Board 
has found fault with Dr. Dawson 
aud that be has made mistakes, 
Does the Board expect to find a 
man for the place who will not 

„make mistakes? Is it the duty of 
the Board to remove every officer 
who makes a mistake? If that was 
the law we fear there would hardly 
be a quorum at the next meeting of 
the Board. It is tbe general opinion 
that what few mistakes have been 
made in the asylum management 
thus far can be corrected by Dr. 
Dawson better than by any stranger, 
and the visit of greater mistakes 
avoided. It has been said that too 
mueh milk was used. If that is so, 
what could be easier than to cut 
down the supply of that food dnd 
use something else in its place. If 
there are other mistakes, let them 
be corrected. We believe Dr. Daw- 
son will be found willing to make 
any change that can be shown to be 
an improvement. The Board should 
understand that the asylum is not 
a play-thing for them to use, but a 
great and sacred trust, and if its 
efficiency is destroyed, woe to the 

Suilty parties. The afflicted citi- 
zeus of the State, upon whom. God 
has laid His finger in anger, are 
objects of the most tender solicitude, 
and the man who would seek to 
violate this sentiment is beneath 
the dignity of an officer or profes- 
sionual honor. The asylum’ cost the 
people of this State a large sum, 
and they will not sit quietly and 
see it trifled with. Upon its proper 
aiministration depends the comfort 
and often recovery of our own kins- 
men, and it should not be made a 
political or personal foot-ball. Let 
the warning be heard.

DEEP SPRINGS. 


A Mineral Belt That is Attracting 
Considerable Attention. 
Nearly every train that goes 
south from Reno carries a number 
of prospectors who go to examine 
the country which the Carson & 
Colorado road is opening up. One 
of the most promising mineral 
belts is in the western slope of the 
White Mountains, about six miles 
west of Deep Springs valley and 
14 miles (via Black Canyon) from 
the line of the C. & C. This galena 
beit is about six miles in length 


and from one- half to three-quarters 
of a mile in width. The formation is 
lime and slate. The veius run in a 
northerly and southerly direction 
and dip to the east atan angle of 
about degrees. They vary in 
width from six inches to seven feet, 
with lime hanging walls and slate 
foot walls. Some 42 locations have 
been made and there is room for 
many more, 

Thus far but little prospecting has 
been done, though with encourag- 
ing results. One mine has been de- 
veloped toadepth of between eighty 
and ninety feet, and shows a large 
and well-defined 2 of ore 
from three aud a half to four feet 
wide. Good judges say there is 
$10,000 worth of ore in sight. On 
the same hill are two more claims 
which have been worked. One bas 
a shaft 65 feet deep, showing 3} feet 
of ore. Six 2 from this claim 
averaged $65.80 silver, 63 per cent. 
lead and 80 gold. The other mine 
shows a solid body of carbonate ga- 
lena chloride ore seven feet between 
the walls, the whole of which will 
work in a furnace $53 60 silver and 
65 per cent. lead per ton. Eighty 
assays of ore from a number of 
claims here, made at the Standard of- 
fice, Bodie, gave an average of $50 90 
silver, 48 per cent. lead and $8 60 gold.

A PRINCELY DOMAIN. 


An Areaof Six Hundred . Square 
Miles. 
Much has been said and written 
of the great extent and large possi- 
bilities of Mexican haciendas. But 
probably few people in the United 
States even yet realize the extent 
of some of these tracts of land, where 
a million or a million and a half of 
acres often constitute a single 
estate in the hands of one 


owner. There are many estates in 
Mexico large enough to hide away 
many a European principality, large 
enough to awaken the envy of many 
a land proprietor in the Pacific coast 
States of the Union. These are to 
be found in many of the ceutral and 
northern States of Mexico. The 
famous Salado ranch, for example, 
contains over 600 square miles of 
land. It lies partly in the States of 
Nuevo Leon, Coahuila, Zacatecas and 
San Luis Potosi, on the way to Mex- 
ico, and on the line of the new rail- 
roads. It eccupies the central table- 
lands of Mexico at an average ele- 
vation of 4,000 feet. Chains of 
mountains traverse the estate, rich 
in mineral wealth. The boundaries 
of the estate extend more than 100 
miles from north to south, and 
flourishing farms and large mining 
towns are met at frequent intervals.

A Large Canal Being Built in Cal- 
ifornia. 


work now in progtess in California 
is the 76 canal in Fresno county. 
It is in process of construction by 


of $180,000. The canal is to be 32 
miles in length, 


l t wide, and 
the highest 1 feet. The 
head of the canal is five miles above 
the well-kuown Church ditch on 


King's river. Tue head gate re- 


quires 70,000 feet of heavy lumber 
or its construction. The work when 
completed will have occupied nine 
months’ time. The force at pres- 
ent is 175 men and 357 animals. 
The number of acres owned by the 
company and individual members 
thereof aggregate between 60,000 
and 70,000, most ef which is in 
Fresno county. The Fresno Expos- 
itor, from which these facts are ob- 
tained, says that the seven miles 
of the canal already completed is 
mostly carved out of the solid rock 
and hard pan. The 76 Land and 
Water Company’s Canal, is the 
most gigantic scheme of the kind 
ever undertaken in the State, and 
its object is to ultimately colonize 
the entire territory of 70,000 acres, 
by dividing it up into 20-acre lots. 
It will also allow occupants their 
own time to pay for their bomes, 
and from the product of their own 
labor, Within ten miles of Selma, 
in a northwesterly direction is to be 

the town of Wahtoke ( Wah- 
to-ka), and it is to be on the main 
line of the canal.
